In the last hectic day of a hectic 
week, the NEA Friday adopted 
its strongest-ever policy statement 
on the issue which since 1955 has 
split Northern and Southern affili­ 
ates into bitterly warring camps. 
It took two hours and nine min­ 
utes of debate before the NEA’s 
representative 
assembly 
could 
agree 
on 
a 
resolution 
which 
pledged “continued support of the 
U S. Supreme Court’s decision on 
school desegregation.” 
In comparison to previous con­ 
ventions, however, harmony was 
supreme. In the end, the resolu­ 
tion was passed by a large ma­ 
jority, although the white affili­ 
ates in the Southern states were 
almost solidly against it. 
In other sections winding up its 
99th annual convention, the NEA 
also: 
--Approved a resolution urging 
a broad program of federal sup­ 
port for education. Although Pres­ 
ident Kennedy’s three-year, $2.5 
billion program to build class­ 
rooms and raise teachers’ salaries 
was not specifically mentioned in 
the resolution, this is the legisla­ 
tion the NEA wants. 
—Passed a resolution w'hieh in 
effect bars the use of a strike bv 


teachers to enforce salary de­ 
mands. 
—Urged NEA officials to ini­ 
tiate action to meet the growing 
educational problems in big cities. 
—Approved a motion commend­ 
ing the Arlington, Va., Education 
Association for integrating with 
the Arlington Negro affiliate last 
month. Arlington was ousted by 
the parent Virginia Teachers As­ 
sociation for admitting Negroes to 
its membership, and the NEA also 
voted to investigate the matter. 
— Elected 
Mrs. 
Hazel 
Blan­ 
chard, elementary school princi­ 
pal of Fresno, Calif., vice presi­ 
dent 
and 
president-elect. 
Mrs. 
Blanchard will take over the top 
NEA post at the Denver conven­ 
tion next summer. She defeated 
Miss Lucille Carroll, high school 
teacher from Wooster, Ohio, by a 
vote of 2,860 to 2,054. 
— Heard Ewald Turner, who 
took over as president Friday 
night, give them a charge to 
“teach for tomorrow'.” meaning 
the 1970’s, 1980’s and 1990 s.

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Is Everybody Keeping Cool? 


Both Secretary of State Rusk and Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright (D-Ark), chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, have 
passed the word to stay cool during the 
bott erring crisis over Berlin. 
We intend to heed their advice and hope 
they will do the same. 
We intend to bear in mind at all times 
that the other side in this issue is trembling 
and bleeding. It’s the Soviet Union thai has 
agonized over the steady use of Berlin by 
East Germans fleeing from the intolerable 
prospect ol Communist rule. 
It's the Kremlin that never has assim­ 
ilated the captured territory into the Com­ 
munist bloc: that has been embarrassed by 
revival of West German enterprise and the 
showcase success of West Germany deep in­ 
side East German territory. 
Officials of the United States over a period 
of years have fussed and fiddled with the 
German problem in a way that could have 
wTa eked the nerves of their constituents But 
the truth is that the American people never 
have been unduly bothered about Berlin, ex­ 
cept for worrying about what might happen 
to thor soldier sons stationed there to pre­ 
serve a status quo that reflected no credit 
on any of the misguided people responsible 
for ii 


THE AMERICAN people—if we judge them 
correctly—are fatalists about the possibility 
of war over Berlin. 
They do not believe war can be averted 
if the decision-maken in the Kremlin want 
it to happen. 
Much as they dread what might happen 
in a nuclear war, grim as they feel about 
what probably would happen, they have made 
up their minds there is no place to nm. 


They w'ould not prevent anything by run­ 
ning from Berlin anyway; they would only 
postpone something. Sooner or later, if the 
Soviet Union and the other members of the 
Communist Conspiracy persist in their vaunt­ 
ed ambition to conquer the world, their in­ 
tended victims must fight. The place may lie 
Berlin It may be Cuba. It might have been 
Laos. It might be Formosa, 
At one time it might have been France, 
Italy or Britain. That was how close the 
showdown threatened to be after World War 
H. But now it is threatening to be Berlin, 
which for the Soviet Union w’ould be what 
Korea came close to being and Laos would 
have been for the United States—a wTong 
war. in a wrong place, at a wrong time. 


THAT DOES NOT rule out the possibility 
war might occur. It only minimizes the 
probability. 
Secretary’ Rusk and Sen. Fulbnght. advis­ 
ing all of us to keep cool, are thinking of 
such things. 
Their advice to keep cool is wasted on 
the American people. They are hopeful that 
their officials will keep their heads, think 
twice before speaking, then say less than 
half of what springs to their bps. They are 
worried about their government, but they 
bebeve it will rise to the occasion. 
In all p ro b ab ly , that’s the way it will 
be. 
The real trembling and bleeding about the 
Berlin issue are occurring among the nervous 
men in the Kremlin, the men who misman­ 
aged East Germany and East Berlin from 
the outset 
One more bobble and they may be ask­ 
ing the closest way to the world's most popu­ 
lar escape hatch from authoritarian rule. 


Anytime Before Aug. 31 


Everybody can agree about four things 
that would be nice if auto industry’ negotia­ 
tions for a new contract with United Auto­ 
mobile Workers could make them happen.

On the other hand, if Mr. Reuther and his 
advisers feel they can count on the Kennedy 
administration to back them, the auto in­

John Kennedy was 
reportedly “fed up.” 
There had been 40 or 50 other 
secret meetings — but since June 
8 there had been only two half­ 
hour sessions — a total of one 
hour — of direct negotiations be­ 
tween all the unions and those 
shipowners with power to make 
a settlement 


SO JOHN F. KENNEDY is pre 
paring to ask Congress for “an 
arsenal of weapons” which, once 
and for all. will prevent national 
stnkes in key industries. 
If the plans for the anti-stnke 
arsenal go through, one of Ken­ 
nedy’s big guns will be the power 
to seize struck factories, rails, 
docks, ships and defense installa­ 
tions. 
One of Mr Kennedy’s advisors, 
the mediators’ mediator, David 
Cole, saw the effectiveness of the 
threat to use this weapon back 
in 1950 Then Cole was head of 
the Federal Mediation Service. 
John Lewis had struck the coal

during

crisis. Harry Truman and Cole 
thought the president should go 
to Congress and ask for the pow­ 
er to seize the pits. since the 
80-day Taft-Hartley cooling - off 
period had nm dampened John

Then the 
sinkers hit the picket line again.

It is amazing how confusing and 
inadequate some of the informa­ 
tion can be that is given out in a 
presidential press conference. All 
that the news- 
p a p e r d i s- 
patches t h u s 
far have really 
told the Ameri­ 
can people is 
that 
President 
Kennedy h a s 
asked a special 
panel of scien­ 
tists to find out 
for him whether David Lawrence 
the Russians can carry on under­ 
ground testing of nuclear weapons 
without our knowledge. 
The truth is that the President’s 
announcement is just a maneuver 
designed to allay for a while the 
clamor for a resumption of test­ 
ing. Indeed, the United States 
government k n o ws , 
and 
has 
known for more than two years, 
that tests can be conducted under­ 
ground without detection. Even 
above ground tests are never an­ 
nounced by the Soviets unless they 
have been d e t e c t e d by other 
countries. 
The real question today is what 
the President is going to do about 
it, and whether he will authorize 
a resumption at least of under­ 
ground tests, as has been de­ 
manded in recent months by pub­ 
lic o p i n i o n and reflected by 
speeches by 
the 
members 
of 
both parties in Congress. 
Mr. Kennedy’s action, however, 
means more delay and more pro­ 
crastination. He is unwittingly giv­ 
ing an advantage to the Soviets, 
who want more talk ana more 
time consumed while they keep 
the United States from doing any 
testing as they continue to car­ 
ry on their clandestine expen­ 
men ts. 
Another factor causing a rais­ 
ing of eyebrows is 
that the 
Atomic E n e r g y Commission, 
which is supposed to be the center 
of the w h o l e nuclear-research 
problem, isn’t mentioned by the 
President as having any voice in 
the decisions 
he is 
about 
to 
make. 
He has called in outside scien­ 
tists—including presumably some 
of the men who mistakenly place 
faith in Soviet assurances that 
they will retrain from testing 


THE RECORD of w h a t hap­ 
pened under the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration and the conditions 
under which it agreed to a volun­ 
tary suspension of testing of all 
kinds — above and below the 
ground — has perhaps not been 
s t u d i e d carefully by President 
Kennedy. 
There seems no other way to 
explain his latest statement an­ 
nouncing toe plan to set up a 
special panel 
of 
scientists 
to 
take a look "at the serious ques­ 
tions” involved. Here are the 
“questions rn particular” which 
Mr. Kennedy is asking the panel 
to answer: 
“First, what is the extent of 
our information on whether the 
Soviet Union ha; been or could be 
engaged in secret testing of nu­ 
clear weapons* 
''Second, to the extern that cer­ 


tain types of tests can be con­ 
cealed by 
the 
Soviet 
Union, 
what technical progress in weap­ 
ons could be under way in that 
area without our knowledge?” 
The President says the answers 
will be reviewed by the J o i n t 
Chiefs of Staff and the National 
Security Council, but significantly 
he omits 
reference to advice 
from the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. 
Mr. Kennedy, in answering a re­ 
porter’s question, conceded that 
the United States has no infor­ 
mation on the subject of whether 
the Soviets have been testing and 
says what he really wants to know 
is “if it is possible that they could 
be testing without our knowing 
and what the chances ar» that 
that might be true.” 


THE ANSWER to that question 
has already been 
furnished to 
Congress. A Senate document of 
hearings on April 16 and 17, 1958. 
at which scientists testified, tells 
us that ‘here had been one under­ 
ground shot by the United States 
and that it occurred rn Nevada. 
A seismic station 
in Alaska, 
which had been notified in ad­ 
vance of the exact time to expect 
it. picked up the signal of the 
blast. 
The tape recording of that ex­ 
plosion shows that the "wiggles” 
were smaller than for some earth­ 
quakes and other disturbances, 
and that it would be impossible 
to differentiate as between under­ 
ground-nuclear-test marks shown 
on the recording and those made 
by an earthquake or other dis­ 
turbance. s u c h as toe winds 
against the cliffs in the Aleutian 
Islands. 
'Hiere is an average of 20ft 
earthquakes a year rn the Soviet 
Union w h i c h make the same 
markings on a seismic tape as do 
large-scale explosions 
As a matter of fact, six months 
after the negotiations on the test 
ban began at Geneva, American 
experts had to admit to the So- 
viets that we had been wrong in 
our previous assumption that un­ 
derground 
tests 
are detectable 
and could not be concealed. 
Will some of these same ex­ 
perts now be asked to decide the 
all-important questions involving 
judgment rather than technical 
matters? 


THE UNITED STATES has a’- 
ready 
made 
one 
mistake 
in 
voluntarily agreeing to a suspen­ 
sion of testing on the assumption 
that the Soviets would do like­ 
wise and that they could be 
checked upon to determine if 
there was any cheating. 
In fact, the current negotia­ 
tions were started entirely in that 
belief 
Now the United States knows 
that underground tests can be 
concealed by any nation intent on 
doing so but the President still 
is reluctant to resume testing. 
This is exactly what the Soviets 
want America to do — to main­ 
tain 
toe 
test 
ban 
indefinitely 
while they go ahead to perfect 
weapons of greater.and greater 
powers, such 
as the so-called 
neutron bomb. 


Eichmann Problem

JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector 
Looming up like an unforeseen 
obstacle in a long classic race is 
the problem that stands at the 
end of the El ch maim trial It is 
the problem of what to do with 
the prisoner. 
Now rn it* 12th week, the trial 
by any man's standards has been 
a calm and masterly exercise m 
the law. 


But from the moment of .Adolf 
E i c h rn a n n’s kidnaping rn the 
Argentine, there has poured out 
a vast torrent of speculation and 
comment on the case, at least six 
books, countless a r t i c l e s and 
broadcasts, political speeches and 
formal statements virtually all 
taking it for granted that the man 
was guilty. 
It is known 
that the Israeli 
Ministry of Justice 
was 
per­ 
turbed by this. Their final deci­ 
sion was that nothing could be 
done about it 


THE MINISTRY d e c i d e d it 
could rely on the high profes­ 
sionalism of the judges; working 
without an impressionable and 
non-professional jury, not to be 
influenced by the torrent. 
It seems certain then that Etch- 
mann 
will be 
convicted. 
The 
Israeli law is that for his crime 
the only punishment is death by 
hanging This punishment can. of 
course, be mitigated or wholly 
remitted by the government in 
the person of the president of the 
state. 


There is. therefore, a political 
decision to be made after the law 
has done its work, and the fact 
remains that many well-disposed 
people all o.er the world would 
be shocked by the execution of 
Eichmann. 


In Israel the idea is that ll doc* 
not matter what happens to him 
as long as his body does not rest 
in Israeli soil. There is now no 
wingman and no g a l l o w s rn 
Israel. Nor can his body ba cre­ 


mated here since that is against 
the Jewish law. .His death would 
be a knotty administrative and 
political problem. 
Most Israelis, in fact, do not 
particularly desire his death It 
would 
serve no purpose 
The 
formal trial and the solemn con­ 
demnation would serve their emo­ 
tional and spiritual purposes. 
He could, of course, be given * 
life sentence. That would involve 
the prolongation of the special 
system set up to keep him liv­ 
ing dunng the trial. There would 
have to be a separate prison 
and special guards. Eichmann as 
a prisoner would not last alive 
IO minutes in the yard of a com­ 
mon Israeli pnson. 
The other alternative is to let 
him go; to be satisfied with the 
intellectual act of condemnation. 
Israel could extradite him — to 
Poland, for example, where he 
would be toed swiftly for his 
many comes in that country. 
That would sit ill un the Western 
conscience. 
Amid all these difficulties it is 
becoming easy to guess which is 
the least of the evils that still 
attend this man. But it is not an 
easy decision. The final solution 
of the Eichmann problem has still 
to be settled

HISTORY THIS 4TH 


OF JULY, MAKE SURE 


IT IS HISTORY AND NOT HOKUM

■ T h is J uly 4 t h , we’ll all rally round the 
flag. But most of us will be thinking things 
about the national colors of our country 
which simply aren’t so. 
If you think you know all about Old Glory, 
try deciding whether the following state­ 
ments are true or false. But here’s a tip: not 
all the questions are as easy as they may 
look. In fact, if you answer half correctly, 
you’ll rate a salute yourself! 


1. The design of Old Glory was patterned after 
the family coat of arm s of George Washington, 
which also contained stripes and five-pointed stars. 
2. The star in the top-left position represents the 
State of Delaware since it was the first state ad­ 
m itted to the Union. 
3. The flag which flew above Fort McHenry and 
inspired Francis Scott Key to w rite “The S tar- 
Spangled B anner” during the W ar of 1812 was 
captured by the British and destroyed. 
4. One thing about Old Glory which has never 
changed is its 13 white and red stripes, represent­ 
ing the 13 original states. 
5. The first flag flown by the U. S. Navy carried 
the inscription, “Don’t give up the ship!" 
6. The first time an American flag flew over for­ 
eign territory was at Vera Cruz during our war 
with Mexico. 


7. It was during the Civil W ar that a brave M ary­ 
land woman named B arbara Frietchie challenged 
Stonewall Jackson to shoot her rather than take 
down the American flag flying from her house. 
8. Betsy Ross made the first Stars and Stripes 
from a draw ing that was supplied by George 
W ashington in 1776. 
9. Abraham Lincoln started the custom of rising 
to attention when “The Star-Spangled B anner” 
was played. 
10. Francis Scott Key wrote the words of “The 
Star-Spangled B anner” to the melody of an early 
American rom antic ballad. 
11. All U. S. flags are taken down at sunset as a 
m ark of respect. 
12. When a dignitary dies, the flag is lowered to 
signify the low spirits of those who mourn. 


Every statem ent in this quiz is false. 
1. The notion that Old Glory was patterned after 
W ashington’s coat of arm s was first popularized in 
the 1870s in a play by English dram atist M artin 
Tupper. The notion is unsupported by proof. 
2. None of the 50 stars stands for any particular 
state in the Union. 
3. The Fort McHenry flag, torn by battle bullets, 
is a proud possession of the Sm ithsonian Institu­ 
tion in W allington. 


I. From 1795 to 1818, the flag had 15 stripes, in­ 
stead of i3. But fearing that too many stripes would 


spoil the design, Congress passed a law reducing 
the num ber to 13. 
5. The first Navy flag said: “Don't Tread on M e.” 
6. The first time our colors flew on foreign soil 
was in 1776 when American sailors captured New 
Providence in the Bahama Islands. 
7. W hittier wrote a dram atic poem describing B ar­ 
bara Frietchie's bravery, but Confederate troops 
didn’t come within IO blocks of the Frietchie house. 
Besides, Mrs. Frietchie was about 95 at the time 
and was too ill to leave her bed. 
8. The claim that Betsy Ross sewed the first flag 
was made by a grandson of Betsy a generation 
after she died. It has been discredited by every 
careful flag historian. 
9. The custom of rising for “The Star-Spangled 
B anner” was originated by Daniel W ebster when 
Jenny Lind, the Swedish nightingale, sang the 
national anthem on her recital tour in the 1850s. 
10. “The Star-Spangled B anner” was w ritten to 
fit the music of an English drinking song called 
“To Anacreon in Heaven,” probably composed 
about 1775 by John Stafford Smith, composer to 
the Chapel Royal. 
11. There are places w here the flag flies day and 
night—for example, atop the Capitol in W ashing­ 
ton and at the grave of Francis Scott Key. 
12. The flag is flown at half-staff to indicate that 
the space above it is occupied—by the invisible 
banner of death.

n a c o m p a r a t i v e l y short time. Troy Donahue and 
Connie Stevens have achieved such popularity 
among the under-20 set that their studio has 
gambled $5 million by costarring them in two con­ 
secutive films, ‘ Parrish” and the soon-to-be re ­ 
leased “Susan Slade.” 
Undoubtedly a large source of their following 
has come from television. Troy stars in “Surfside 
6” and Connie in “Hawaiian Eye.” 
Still, at least a score of other young people are 
as handsome and have had more exposure, yet 
none has a com parable num ber of fans. So why 
Troy and Connie? 
Their fan mail gives a clue to their popularity’. 
With good looks, ability to stay out of trouble, and 
a fresh honesty, they personify the boy or girl next 
door or the ideal brother or sister. Their fans 
write to them for advice as if they were peisonal 
friends or family members. 
Connie, 23, is a petite 5-foot-2 w’ho must con­ 
stantly watch her diet to avoid overweight. Troy, 


24, towers above her at 6-foot-3 and has to eat 
heartily to keep from looking emaciated! 
Troy’s early life was one of comfort and close 
family relationship. His father. Merle Johnson, Sr. 
(Troy’s real name is Merle Johnson, Jr.), was 
head of the m otion-picture division of a large auto 
m anufacturer. Troy was not pam pered as a child, 
but neither did he ever want for anything in their 
fashionable Long Island, N Y . home. 


B 


o t h Troy’s father, who died when Troy was 14. 
and his mother, a form er actress, discouraged 
him from show business. But school dram atics in­ 
trigued Troy, so when his m other refused to back 
his acting studies. Troy went out on his own. 
Eventually he was spotted in a California res­ 
taurant by <i director who arranged a screen test, 
but Troy lost his chance when he had an autom o­ 
bile accident the night before. Head lacerations 
r ecessitated having his head shaved, hardly con­ 
ducive to a successful movie test. 
While he was recuperating, one of Troy’s girl 
friends, actress Fran Bennett, introduced him to 
her agent. Henry Willson, who changed M erle’s 
name to Troy Donahue and got him a contract. 
N either Connie's childhood nor her career has 
been as smooth as Troy’s. Instead of a united home. 
Connie's was broken by her parents’ divorce when 
she was two, and she and her older brother Chuck 
lived with their father, a musician and night-club 
entertainer. 
When their father was on the road—about nine 
months out of the year—C onnie (real name, Con- 
cetta Ann Ingolia) and Chuck were looked after 
by their grandm other, who died when Connie was 
eight. Thereafter, the two youngsters w ere pretty 
much on their own, with Connie accepting the 
major share of responsibility. 
Connie's father rem arried and moved to Los A n­ 
geles when she was 15. Connie felt the house 
wasn't big enough for her and her stepm other, and 
at 16 she courageously left to join a singing 


group—with less than a dollar in her pocket. 
Connie’s first acting break came when she was 
19—in a bread commercial. A few months later, 
her agent brought her to the attention of Jerry 
Lew’is. who cast her in “R ock-a-Bye Baby." 
Yet it wasn’t her acting but her voice that first 
made Connie’s name a byword in teen-age circles 
—specifically her contribution to ‘ Kookie, Kookie, 
Lend Me Your Comb,” which she recorded with 
Edd Byrnes. 
Connie’s and Troy's reactions to their success 
are as 
different as 
their 
backgrounds. 
Troy 
lives in a typical bachelor apartm ent, which some­ 
times looks as if a whirlwind hit it. He dresses 
conservatively and lives well but not extrava­ 
gantly. When not at work, he’s likely to be on a 
date or at the beach with his .surfboard, or both. 
Connie, on the other hand, makes no attem pt 
to hide her love for the glamour and excitement 
of her career. She is extravagant—a roomful of 
hats and another of shoes testify to this. She calls 
herself an “all-or-nothing” type of person: "For 
a while I had practically nothing, and now that I am 
doing well I intend to make the most of it."

O N N IE is POPULAR with the opposite sex—but 
little more. “I’m every guy's sister and no­ 
body's girl friend," she says. "All the fellows want 
is to tell me their problems.” She went steady with 
actor-sm ger Gary Clark for several years, but 
they finally split up because her religion wouldn’t 
let her m an y a divorced man. 
Troy has never had any trouble finding a girl 
friend, but he artfully dodged anything serious 
until recently, when he became engaged to actress 
Lili Kardell. 
Different as they are in many ways, Troy and 
Connie have one trait in common: respect for their 
fans. They personally answer many of their let­ 
ters and are never too busy to sign autographs. 
Undoubtedly, this attitude has helped them get to 
the top and will contribute to their staying there. 
Troy comes to Connie s rescue in Susan Slade

rfy 8, Jo h n G oodlett and the skipper w ere on 
deck, looking things over. H ie sky w as gray and 
filled w ith electricity. We talked about taking 
dow n the topgallant sail in case a heavy blow 
cam e up. “No,” the skipper said. ‘‘N obody goes 
aloft in this lightning.” W e figured the sail w as so 
old and tattered a strong w ind w ould rip it loose 
before it could tro u b le th e Albatross 
I left Jo h n G oodlett in charge. He w as the 
strongest boy am ong us, ju st the one to have 
in charge in case we had to b attle a squall. In 
the m ain cabin below, I found th e boys digging 
into the scram bled eggs and pancakes our cook, 
G eorge P tactnik, had m ade up. G eorge w as the 
best cook I ever sailed w ith, b u t I w asn’t hungry. 
I w as anxious to w ork out the navigational sta r 
sight I had taken d uring the night and check my 
position woth M ike’s reading. The tw o of us had 
a friendly rivalry going, and as I set up m y charts 
and instrum ents at a card table, I told M ike: 
“W ell, le t’s see how far off you w ere this tim e!” 
M ike rem inded m e of the tim es h e’d caught 
me off, and we both w ent to w ork, determ ined to 
be right on targ et this tim e. N ext to me, Rick 
M arcellus, “galley slave” for the day, w as sen d ­ 
ing dishes up to the galley in a d u m b-w aiter. 
Once, as a joke, a boy had tried to clim b up the 
dum b-w raiter shaft, b u t it w as “too sm all.” In a 
few seconds, I w ould learn differently. 


The First W arning of Tragedy 


T here w'ere five of us in the m ain cabin now’: 
m yself, Mike. Rick, Tim B arrow s, and C hris C or- 
stine. the best stu d en t navigator aboard. T he boat 
kept heeling m ore to the starboard side, although 
I wras so deep in calculations I barely noticed it. 
B ut som ething nagged at me. We w ere leaning 
hard now’, possibly m ore than 45 degrees. My 
navigational instrum ents started to slide off the 
table, and I whapped m y arm s around them , e x ­ 
pecting th at w e’d right ourselves soon. 
Instead, the Albatross heeled m ore. Books and 
bottles flew off the port shelves. Com e on up, I 
said to m yself. B ut then I knew : the Albatross 
w asn’t com ing up this tim e. “W e’re capsizing!” 
I said in surprise. 
T here was a last lurch th a t gave m e a sinking 
sensation such as you feel w hen an airplane hits a 
pocket or som e turbulence. I w as sent h urtling 
over the table and into a bunk. Rick struck the 
wall n ex t to me, the im pact knocking the breath 
out of him . As I tried to steady m yself, a flying 
ty p ew riter grazed m y forehead and sm ashed itself 
against the bulkhead. I th rew m y arm s up for 
protection against h u rtlin g debris. A bottle struck 
me, then tw o m ore. I think I heard shouts, but 
w hat I recall m ost clearly was the terrifying 
sound of w ater roaring into the cabin. 
Tim B arrow s had been next to the m idship 
hatch and m ade his escape as the boat m ade its 
fatal lurch. W hen I disentangled m yself, I saw 
th ere was not enough tim e to reach the forw ard 
or aft hatches: I knew th at it w’ould be an im pos­ 
sible uphill clim b over tum bled gear. 


T he wall of the ship w as its floor now. I got 
up and found the w ater level already knee-high 
and inching up steadily. TTiere w asn’t tim e to 
feel sorry for m yself. E verything in m e was 
w orking for only one en d — find a w ay out! Look 
around, I kept thinking. Find an exit . . . move! 
I d id n ’t see Rick and Chi is at first, b u t ahead 
of m e w as M ike. He was trying to clim b out 
the m idship com panionw ay, but the full force 
of the sea was rushing through it w ith crushing 
weight. T hat d id n ’t stop Mike. H ead down, he 
sm ashed against it. In the foam ing cascade of 
w ater, he w as ju st a struggling shadow 
“Go, M ike!” I yelled. “M ake it. M ike!” I groped 
tow ard him , tripping on debris, slipping in sw irl­ 
ing w aters. M ike w as w inning the battle against 
th e fall of w ater until the ship slipped m ore, and 
the sea drove in w ith even g reater strength. 
He hung on a m om ent, but the w ater w as re le n t­ 
less. He fell back, alm ost on me. 
“You can m ake it. M ike!” I said. I knew he 
could. T he force of the w ater would be too m uch 
for me. b u t not for him . He shook his head like 
a fighter who has taken a hard punch and w ent 
back to battle the torrent. 
For a second he m oved upw ard, then stopped. 
I sucked in a big lungful of air and dove under 
the w ater. I threw m y w eight un d er him and 
pushed upw ard. 
M ike m oved again. T ogether, 
we struggled upw ard until m y lungs w ere b u rst­ 
ing. I w as ju st about to fall back, exhausted, 
w hen I felt M ike’s w eight lift. He m ust have 
grabbed som ething on deck and pulled him self 
to safety. 
I m oved aw ay from the sluice of w ater and 
tried to get m y bearings, but now I felt I w ould 
probably never leave the Albatross. As I recall, 
I thought, too, th at this was the death of a b eau ­ 
tiful sailing vessel th a t I had w orked hard on 
and grow n to love. 
Rick and C hris w ere n ear me, fighting the 
crazy tilt of the ship and the rising w ater All the 
exits w ere blocked T he lights had gone off. and 
the cabin w as an eerie green from light that 
filtered through a subm erged skylight. In that 
stran g e light, the faces of Rick and C hris w ere 
grim but calm. 


I Try an “ Impossible” Escape 


I d on’t know w hat m ade m e think of the du m b ­ 
w aiter, but suddenly I was shouting at C hris: 
“T he dum b-w aiter! L et’s try it!” C hris ham m ered 
at it w ith his list, b u t the panel d id n ’t budge 
I was holding on to a ladder w ith m y feet h an g ­ 
ing free, and I reached over to sm ash at it. T o­ 
geth er we pounded until the panel was nothing 
but splinters. 
I w as closest so I ducked inside. T h ere was 
still a wood fram e inside the opening, but th at 
w asn’t going to stop m e now: w ith my fist, I 
ham m ered it to pieces The d u m b -w aiter shaft was 
only 15 in. by 15 in., but this tim e it w asn’t “too 
sm all.” I pulled m yself in like a contortionist, 
but very slow ly because the space was so cram ped. 


“I’m getting stuck,” I yelled. “P ush m e.” 
C hris and Rick did n ’t hesitate in com ing to my 
aid. They threw all th eir w eight against my 
tw isted body and shoved m e into the shaft. T he 
tackle line of the d u m b -w aiter dangled in front 
of me. I grabbed it and began pulling m yself 
slow ly up the shaft. 
T he shaft opened on the port side of the ship 
—the side still 
above w ater. 
I 
found 
m yself 
floating in the galley w hich was built on the 
deck. I had about a foot of air space left now. In 
the second it took to see w here I was, the w ater 
level sw elled over the porthole. She w as going 
dow n like a rock; it w as a m atter of seconds. 
I realized suddenly th a t although I had escaped 
one trap, I still faced another. Blocking the only 
exit was a teakw ood door about I 
inches thick. I 
butted m y head against it from m y cram ped posi­ 
tion in the galley but w ithout m uch hope. Even if 
I ham m ered it open, I faced one of the great 
dangers of a sinking sailing ship. O utside w as a 
sp id er’s w eb of rigging and shrouds. U nless I 
could swim free of the tangle, it w ould pull m e 
un d er the sea. 


The Last Obstacle Is Blasted O ut 


At first, th e door was too m uch for me, but 
then I heard a w hooshing noise and felt a blast 
of w hat I think was air p ressure com e up the 
shaft from the m ain cabin. It propelled m e against 
the heavy door like a pile driver. I m ust have 
lost consciousness for a few' m om ents, although 
I rem em ber the door opening and th e rigging 
loom ing before me. My next recollection w as 
bobbing dazedly on the surface. 
I realized dim ly th at I had m iraculously escaped 
the Albatross. How I had com e through th at n e t­ 
w ork of rigging, I d on’t know. 
T he first thing I saw w as the top of the forem ast 
sinking rapidly into the Gulf. From its position, 
I knew th at th e Albatross had righted herself after 
all. but too late. 
I was surrounded by flotsam, m ostly lum ber w e 
had been carrying on deck. Tw'enty feet to my 
right, I spotted a longboat w ith people hanging 
on it. I sw am over and caught hold. N obody 
said a word. My head throbbed, and I reached 
up to feel it. My hand cam e aw ay sm eared w ith 
blood. I looked around, a little alarm ed now. 
Then I saw o u r skipper and knew ev ery th in g 
would be a1! right. C aptain Sheldon had pulled 
him self half out of the w ater and w as taking roll. 
“ W ho did we lose?” he said. ‘ A lice is gone.” 
For the first tim e, the idea of death really 
struck me. Dr. Sheldon had probably been trapped 
in her cabin. As we took count, o th er nam es 
w ere added: 
o ur cook. G eorge P tactnik, Jo h n 
G oodlett, Robin W etherill 
and tw o nam es I had 
to add, Rick M arsellus and C hris C orstine. T h ir­ 
teen of us had survived. 
The skipper got the boys w orking. Ju st as w e 
righted the longboat, o ur second boat b u rst from 
under the sea like a P olaris missile. It had been 
dragged so deep its stores had ruptured. A fter

T 
o u n d e r s t a n d this story, you must believe me when I say 
that I am not one of those women to whom a baby—any 
baby—is irresistible, who m ust pick up and hug every infant 
she sees. I just never had this so-called instinctive yearning. 
When I did want a child, it was because I was afraid—afraid 
not to have one. 
This was my second marriage. With all my heart, I wanted 
it to last. Philip and I w eren't youngsters—we were 30—and 
most of our friends had children. As I watched my husband 
playing comfortably with a three-year-old, I began to grow 
uneasy. Not because I felt we were missing something. I 
envied no one.

I didn’t need any time to know how I felt about it. My 
immediate, instinctive reaction was an overwhelming “No!”

Looking at him, 
I felt everything I had feared; or rather I felt nothing— 
nothing of what I had hoped for. no desire to pick him up— 
just an awful consciousness that the others were watching 
me and that I was empty. 
The baby awoke, and the woman who was caring for him 
lifted him out of the carnage so that we might see him bet­ 
ter. He was very pale, fair-haired and blue-eyed, and he 
had a big nose. 
She put him into my arms, and I thought angrily that I 
had known all along there was something missing in me. 
Phil and Mother were still just watching, afraid to speak 
lest they influence me, and by this time I wanted only to 
have the decision taken out of my hands, to have it over.

we bailed out the boats, I took the steering sweep 
of one ( I was still too weak to take the oars), 
and we rowed through the floating wreckage 
hoping to find a survivor. A cold rain beat 
down on us, but there was nothing on the choppy, 
colorless surface but bottles, cans, and planks. 
I kept thinking about Rick and Chris and how 
they had helped save me. There was one consola­ 
tion, I rem inded myself: when the Albatross had 
righted herself, the air pocket would have been 
forced out of the main cabin. That m eant Rick 
and Chris had drowned quickly, rather than 
suffer the prolonged 
suffocation 
every sailor 
dreads so terribly. 
But the skipper never let us dwell on w hat 
had happened. He drove us quietly but d eter­ 
minedly until, by early afternoon, we had the 
longboats rigged with crude sails and had im­ 
provised tents to keep the chilling rain off us. 
Then we rowed alongside each other, and he told 
us our predicament. 


W here D o W e Go N o w ? 


“We’ve got plenty of food and water, but w’e’re 
quite a long way from land. The Florida Keys are 
closest, but that’s against the wind. And I think 
we agree on ruling out Cuba.” We all nodded. 
Only a short time before the ill-fated invasion 
had been fought, and we figured Castro’s shore 
batteries were still trigger-happy. 
“That means heading north tow ard the m ain­ 
land.

By now I was so cold my teeth were chattering 
and that, in turn, made me realize they also had 
been jarred loose from the banging I had taken.

As the boys 
drifted in and out from their spells on the oars 
or tiller, I learned what had happened to the 
Albatross. 
The skipper and John Goodlett had been ready 


to take on a squall and were watching the sea 
for signs of one approaching. The w aters were 
quite smooth, and there were no whitecaps or 
driving downpours that warn of trouble. Then 
suddenly the ship leaned hard starboard, and the 
canvas filled and hardened under a blast of wind. 
The skipper and John looked up to see that old 
topgallant billow’ almost to bursting. 
“Slack off the sheets!” the skipper ordered. 
The crew w ent into action, but the Albatross had 
been caught by a freak of weather, a “white

squall.” This is an invisible storm which doesn’t 
reach down to the w ater’s surface to give w arn­ 
ing. It’s so rare some m ariners deny it exists, but 
May 2 meteorological reports later show’ed tre ­ 
m endous turbulence at high altitudes over the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
The topgallant should have given when the 
white squall raked us. But another freak doomed 
the ship. The six-year-old canvas held, and along 
with other sails it dragged the ship over. 


“John, cut loose the longboats!” the skipper had 
yelled, as he struggled shoulder-deep in w ater 
trying to slack the mainsail. There was no panic. 
We had trained for this, and nobody failed. The 
deck heeled over and sent the boys spilling, but 
they righted them selves and fought toward the 
lines, with John Goodlett in the lead. The ship 
w ent over on her beam ’s end quickly, and the 
boys had to work while climbing up the slant­ 
ing deck. John Goodlett and Dick Strayer kept 
hacking at the lashing and a sail to m ake sure 
the lines wouldn’t foul the longboats and drag 
them down forever. 
T hat w’as the last anybody saw of John. He was 
the best swim m er aboard and a powerful fellow.

That 
w asn’t surprising since it is easy for a lookout to 
watch straight ahead, and we were just a spot on 
the sea. We joked about holding classes and racing 
each other; it might not have been funny, but it 
kept our spirits up. 


E n d in g a L o n g D a y ’s Journey 


Late in the morning of May 3, we sighted the 
C ran Rio just a mile or so off With all our 
strength, we rowed tow ard its path. But the ship 
moved on! We thought fate was just teasing us. 
But then the Cran Rio hove to, and we could see 
somebody scrutinizing us through glasses. 
L ater we learned that the captain w'as afraid 
we w ere arm ed Cubans. 
We were taken aboard and w ell-treated. By 
noon we were dry, but it took a long tim e to get 
the chill out of our bones. Then the reaction set 
in: weariness, thankfulness, grief. 
As I closed my eyes, safe in a bunk aboard the 
C ran Rio, I rem em bered them all—the skipper’s 
wonderful wife, the cook, Robin, John, and, of 
course. Rick and Chris. 
People have told me I was lucky. 'Hie real luck 
I had was having shipm ates like those.

WARREN SPAHN 
At 40, He’s Better than Ever

At a time most ballplayers are recalling “the good old days," he's 


hurling no-hitters and looking forward to 300 victories

b a s e b a l l , you become 
‘grand old m an” at 35 and are buried 
among 
record-book 
footnotes 
shortly 
thereafter. 
An exception is W arren Spahn, left­ 
handed M ethuselah of the M ilwaukee 
Braves, who at 40 is as effective and 
efficient as he was at 25, maybe 
even more so. 
As a m atter of fact, he had to 
wait until he was a “fading” 39 to 
pitch his first no-hitter (and 20th 
victory of last season), although he 
told me: “A year ago I was an old 
39." Early this season he hurled his 
second no-hitter and said: “Now 
I’m a young 40. I haven’t felt this 
good in years! Last year I had a knee 
operation that handicapped me a bit. 
The year before, it was something 
else. This year there was no operation 
or trouble of any kind. T hat’s why I'm 
off to a fast start.” 
Now in his 17th season with the Braves and 
holding a record for left-handed pitchers of 
winning 20 or more games in l l seasons. W arren 
still pitches every fourth day as he did when he first 
came up in 1942 (he lost four years for Army service). 
W hat’s more, he wins more consistently. Stan Musial, who 
has faced him more often than any other batter, says wryly: “W arren 
is a bet cr pitcher now than he was IO years ago. I wish I could say 
the sam.' about my hitting!" 
W arren’s formula for longevity could be categorized under “C "— 
courage, condition, cunning, confidence, and control. 
W arren displays the same courage in a tight situation on the mound 
that he did at Remagen Bridge on the Rhine, where he won a battle­ 
field commission, the Silver Star, and he Purple H eart, along with a 
jagged shrapnel scar on the back of his neck. He shrugs off his combat 
record. “You’re a baseball writer. W hat does the war have to do with 
baseball? If you have to w rite about t. say that I got a commission 
because there were no officers left. 
"One thing the Arm y did do for me.” he says reflectively, “was to 
impress upon me the soft touch I had in baseball. Let s face it. A ball 
game lasts a couple of hours. Putting out for that little time isn’t 
asking very much.” 
While not a fanatic on conditioning, W arren works hard at it. “I 
don’t train any differently now than when I was 25,” he says. “No 
off-season program or anything like that. I just go fishing or hunting 
with my 12-year-old son Greg near our cattle ranch in Oklahoma. 
“When a pitcher starts a season, he has to have his arm and his legs

in shape. I go about getting in shape a little bit 
differently from other fellows. I punish my 
arm s and legs the first day. I run as hard 
as I can and throw ever> pitch I have: 
screwball, slider, curve, the works. 
"Then I’m sore and can get it all 
over with at once and concentrate on 
control. Even during the regular 
season, I like to start a game a little 
bit stiff and then work it out as I 
go along. T hat’s why I'm the only 
pitcher who will make long throws 
from the outfield on days I’m not 
pitching.” 
W arren is undisputed^- the craft­ 
iest pitcher active today. “It amazes 
me what he can rem em ber about 
pitching,” says LoRene Spahn, his 
wife of 15 years. “Years after a game 
he can tell you what someone hit. 
But that doesn’t keep him from forget­ 
ting two of three items at the grocery 
store,” she adds. 
Confidence, not to be confused with cocki­ 
ness. has played a big part in W arren’s success. 
“You can never prove yourself in baseball," he 
maintains. "You’re only as good as the next pitch. 
Sometimes I wonder if I’m as good as the record books 
say I am. Despite all the ifs,’ however, if I didn t walk out 
on the mound feeling that I can get every one of those guys out, I 
wouldn’t last an inning.” 
W arren himself tends to wave aside the intangibles and emphasize 
control. “If you have control, you’re doing things right,” he says. “That 
means there’s a minimum of w ear and tear on your arm. You’ll find 
the guys w ith the trick deliveries or graceless herky-jerk motions have 
control troubles, sore arms, and shorter careers, no m atter how much 
stuff they have.” 
A look at the record book is a m easure of how long W arren has 
been around. Barring catastrophe, he will notch his 300th victory 
sometime this season. That puts him behind only Lefty Grove and 
Eddie Plank for total victories by a left-hander. The figure is even 
more startling when his four prim e years in the Army are considered. 
Spahn also holds the record for more than IOO strike-outs in consecu­ 
tive seasons, has compiled a lifetime earned-run average under 3.00, 
and has w ritten a dozen other m odern records that will open the door 
to the Hall of Fame shortly after his retirem ent. 
When I asked him when he’d quit and allow the w riters to elect 
him to the Hall, he answered: “I feel so good I might as well go on 
as long as I can. W hen I can’t pitch any more, I’ll quit. But only then.” 
Your guess as to when then will be is as good as anybody’s.
